"The causes of war and revolu- 


tions are perfectly traceable and ca- 
pable of scientific study," said Lin- 
coln Steffens, whon found shaving 
at the Park Hotel today.

Steffens will speak in the hish school 
ajditorium this evening on Wars and 
Revolutions in the Making, appear- 
ing under the auspices of the Feder- 
ated Press League of Madison. "We 
cannot prevent war, however," con- 
tfnued Mr. Steffens, "by approaching 
them wholly .from the moral point 
of view End denouncing them as bad., 
The causes and preventions of war 
and revolutions can be clearly shown 
and proved. They are taught in your 
university here. 
Most people, how- 


ever, look at such things wholly 
from a moral standpoint and not 
from a scientific one by which alone 
they can be understood. I will de 
velop and-illustrate these ideas this 
evening. 
"I -would not want to be hasty 


in my conclusions about present 
conditions in Russia," he said. "We 
shouldn't e::p?ct much from a civil- 
ization only thres or four years old. 
! would not want to draw compari- 
sons between conditions in Russia 
and those in New York, for instance, 
but might with- those in Vienna. 
Conditions, by the way, are very

It is well known that tb« dome 


of the state 
capitol at 
Madison, 


while considerably smaller, is not 
dissimilar in plan and appearance 
from the AOTDS at the national- cap- 
itol. 
From a distance the two 


ddmes are strikingly 
similar and 


when illuminated, the Wisconsin 
capitol dome should appear to fully 
as good advantage as that of the 
national capitol. 


The dome of tho capitol here was 


originally constructed of wood but 
was replaced in 1856 by the pres- 
ent iron structure. 
It 
WM com- 


pleted in 1865, for Lincoln's second 
inaugural. 
Tho entire weight of 


cast iron used for the dome is es- 
timated at 8,809,200 pounds. 


Like the Wisconsin dome", the na- 


tional capitol dome is surmounted 
by a symbolical ngure. 
The na- 


tional dome is crowned.by a bronze 
statue of Freedom, which is 19 feet 
6 inches high and. -weighs 12,985 
pounds. It was modeled by Craw- 
ford .The height of the doma above 
ithe base line of the east front is 
287 feet a inches. The height from 
Vie top of the 
balustrade of the 


'.wilding is 217 feet 11 inches. The 
Kreatest diameter of the base is 
135 feet 5 inches. 


Architect Elliott Woods who to- 


jiay extended hig oner to co-oper- 
ate with Wisconsin officials in il- 
luminating the 
Madison 
dome is 


probably the best known supervis- 
ing architect for a public building 
in the world. He was originally ap- 
pointed acting architect in 
3880 


when President Cleveland 
induced 


him to relinquish a lucrative enfri- 
neerinjf practice. He served under 
Harrison again 
undpr Cleveland, 


and McKinley and in 1902 was ap- 
pointed architect, or "superintend- 
ent" as it was known for a few 
years, by President Roosevelt. He 
continued in office under Taft and 
'iVilson and was 
reappointcd by 


President Harding last March. One 
testimonial to his uriusunl services 
is the fact that while a Democrat 
in polities he has served a. large 
share of his term under Republican 
presidents, although his place has 
in the past been regarded as the 
legitimate pawn of political upoUs- 
men.

"The world icemi to be paining in 


a choice that mast be nude in the 
next few weeks between fear and 
confidence," said Dr. Frederick L. 
Faxon, speaking- on Historical As- 
pects of the Reduction of Armament 
Wednesday night at the Fint Bap- 
tist church. 


"To have a world of confidence -we 


muit have a world in which the 
ancient grievances which parted peo- 
ple have been eliminated," he said. 
"There can be no permanent pros- 
perity and safety unless the basic 
fears of all are settled. 


"Fear can only he eliminated by 


convincing a nation that the cause 
of fear has been removed. 
This 


cominjr conference mutt. do some- 
thing to remove the cause. • 


"The conference, before it can 


lay down an arm, must consider 
three things: a reasonable way of 
eliminating fear, a way of prevent- 
ing the stronger nation from in- 
juring the -weaker, and a way of 
peaceable settlement of difficulties 
between nations through a dliin- 
terested third party. It cannot make 
a constitution for the world, but no 
other nation has so well met the 
division between local and federal 
control as tho United State*." 


Says China Is Crucial 


Problem at Conference 


Declaring that it is the belief of 


his countryreen that the success or 
failure of the Disarmament confer- 
ence will rest upon the renitt of the 
Opea .Door policy in China, Y. L. 
Yulv Chinese student at the univer- 
sity, addressed a gathering at the 
university Y. M. C. A. 
"The »UCCCM or failure of roain- 


taining this policy will mean the 
success or failure of the confer- 
ence," he said. "By open door pol- 
icy i* meant that every nation n*a 
equal right o f trade without any 
hindrance in Chinese markets.

He migh 
be able to brinjf strong pressure 01 
the Pope through him, and so he de 
termined to hear Luther himself a 
the Diet.

Br'.il.-h defensive alliance. It was 


slow to materialize. So Japan sent another 
statesman to Russia and allowed the news to 
leak out in London that Japan was negotiating 
for a Russian Alliance. Britain preferred to be 
en the 
m:;ide rather than the outsido and 


piomptly came to au understanding with Japan. 


This done, the Japanese provoked a war with 


Russia and won. 
All Britain got out of it 


was the weakening of a rival. Japan got Port 
Arthur, completed the penetration of Corea, 
and strengthened her hold in Manchuria. Ger- 
many remained a thorn in the side of British 
and Japanese interests In China. So in 1011 
the alliance was renewed, and in 1914 Japan 
used it as an excuse to wrest Kiau-Chau from 
Germany and occupy Shantung..

maining power standing in the way of unre- 
stricted Japanese and British ambition. That 
is the United States. If it works 'out for us as 
it has for Russia 
nnd Germany the United 


States Will be prostrate. And when it is, not 
only British Columbia but all of Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, and South Africa will be 
open to thc penetration ol the Asiatics, led by 


H-powerful Japan and opposed only by the 
British navy. And even the British navy will 
be helpless to control simultaneously the insur- 
gent Billions in India and the directed man- 
power and vast resources of China led by the 
military, naval, and organizing genius of chau- 
vinistic Japan.
